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AGRICULTURAL SUMMARY: Another week of warmer temperatures along with limited precipitation allowed farmers to continue
planting spring crops throughout the State last week, according to the Mountain Regional Field Office of the National Agricultural
Statistics Service, USDA. Topsoil moisture conditions rated adequate to surplus increased from 90 percent last week to 93 percent. Box
Elder County reported producers were finally starting to plant barley, corn, onions, and spring wheat. Summit County reported water
standing in crop fields with barley planting delayed for another week. Statewide, barley planted advanced to 50 percent complete with
9 percent emerged. Statewide, corn planted was currently at 28 percent complete. Summit County reported range sheep were moved to
pasture. Cattle and calves and sheep and lambs moved to pasture are at 39 percent and 41 percent, respectively. Cattle and calves and
sheep and lambs receiving supplemental feed were at 62 percent and 42 percent, respectively. Cows calved were 92 percent complete
Farm flock ewes lambed were 89 percent complete and range flock ewes lambed were 66 percent complete. Farm flock and range flock
sheep shorn were at 84 percent and 77 percent complete, respectively. Snowpack in Utah, according to Natural Resources Conservation
Service as of May 8, 2023, was 273 percent measured as percent of median snowfall. Hay and roughage supplies were rated 14 percent
very short, 37 percent short, 46 percent adequate, and 3 percent surplus, compared with 7 percent very short, 40 percent short, 50 percent
adequate, and 3 percent surplus last week. Stock water supplies were rated 4 percent short, 87 percent adequate, and 9 percent surplus,
compared with 1 percent short, 84 percent adequate, and 15 percent surplus last week. Irrigation water supplies were rated 4 percent
good, 53 percent good, and 43 percent excellent, compared with 1 percent poor, 55 percent good, and 44 percent excellent last week.
